There is still a 
tremendous fight ahead of us — one we 
may never completely win." 


Outlining Iu an exclusive interview 


the work of narcotics division here 
and thruout the country, he explained 
bow the police have established a 
"dope fiends' clearing house," in which 
is registered the name and .address of 
every drug addict with whom the au- 
thorities come in contact, together 
with his record, fingerprints and pho- 
tograph. 


An examination of these files re- 


veals the fact that ' drugs have ob- 
tained a strangle 
hold upon many 


members of the theatrical profession, 
as well as men and women in other 
walks of life. Most of them are never 
cured, according- to Simon, even tho 
tbey go to hospitals and sanitariums.

Evelyn Nesbit, who conquered the 
morphine habit The struggle for free- 
dom from drugs, when they once have 
a bold.

In this connection Simon declared 
that he was greatly encouraged by 
the smaller number of new case* that 
have come to the attention of the pc~.

The drug trade is a highly organized 


and efficiently run business, whose 
branches- and- sub-offices cover practi- 
cally the entire world, Simon -declared.

network thru which different varieties 
of dope are distributed over the court-'

for the purpose of keeping track of all 
known addicts, and preventing them 
from getting recruits.

lated among the police of many 
cittei. 


Forty Thousand Name*. — 


In the file* are the picture* of over 


40,000 drag addicts. They come from

Before becoming the Moses of 
this new faith. Carrillo was a railroad 
laborer for nine years. Later be be- 
came a drayman and attracted notice 
when he began dividing his profits 
with his workers. He has served sev- 
eral terms in Jail, the first time under 
President Profirio Dlas for sedition, 
when he translated the Mexican con- 
stitution into the Maya language, 
which is the language of the natives 
of Yucatan.

condenseis give sharper and more flexible tuning. 


taps described in the last article on 
spider web coils. 


One variable condenser of 43 plates 


and one of 23 plates will save a lot of 
work in construction, reduce the prob- 
ability of trouble in operation and 
vastly increase the flexibility of tun- 
ing. In this arrangement I am show- 
ing in the illustration the coils and 
condensers connected to the usual 
binding 
posts which are put upon 


panels. The upper binding post on the 
left is the one to which you attach 
your -aerial lead-in and that binding 
post is wired directly fo the inside 
winding of the first spider web coil. 
This coil is not tapped at all for the 
first fifty turns but is tapped at the 
fiftieth turn and each tenth turn out- 
side of that. 


The secondary coil is treated in the 


same way. The inside turn, which is 
the beginning of the wire, is attached 
to the upper binding post on the right, 
Hefe, too, we have fifty turns without 
any taps but the fiftieth turn is tapped 
to a contact point and the same .thing 
is done to each tenth turn outside of 
that. With the first coil we hook a 
43 plate condenser in what we call 
"sceries." A wire is run from the 
shaft 'of the switch blade to one bind- 
ing post on the variable condenser 
and the other binding post oa the 
vaiiahle condenser is connected to 
the ground binding post.

The second coil is hooked up in 


what we call "parallel" with the van- 
able condenser.

the moment I should like to insist 
upon the importance of suggestion and 
auto-suggestion for the society. Moral 
health is essential to physical health, 
and it is to the interest of the com- 
munity at large to Improve the moral 
health of its feebler elements. Granted 
the efficacy of auto-suggestion in the 
accomplishment of this task it must 
be clear to all that the new method 
opens up a magnificent vista of pos- 
sibilities in the direction of social 
progress. 
Ii furnishes us" the means of com- 


bating victoriously the bad streaks 
in our nature, whether Inherited or 
acquired, and of developing our in- 
telligence; 
of curbing a wayward 


imagination, of adding ponderation to 
our judgment, modifying our mental- 
ity, correcting our moral weaknesses, 
while curing our bodily Ills- Its gen- 
eralization must conduce to individual 
and social reform, and the time may 
come when, freed o'f the evil sugges- 
tions which are so many poisons de- 
bilitating humanity both spiritually 
and physically that the world will 
have purged Itself of all its morbid 
elements—the criminal classes—em- 
bark upon a new and glorious phase 
of fullest harmony. 
We all recognize the 
value of 


physical culture. It-Is not too much 
to say that to its renascence in my 
own country and the consequent 
building up of a generation of robust 
strong-limbed young men, full of sta- 
mina and resistence, is due in a con- 
siderable measure our victory in the 
great war. Well, psychic culture is 
equally necessary. It will teach us to 
think simply, sanely. It will teach us 
to realize that we can be, and should 
be ,the masters of events, and not 
their playthings. Psychic culture, thru 
the medium of suggestion and auto- 
suggestion, corrects our moral de- 
formities, just as physical culturl 
corrects our bodily defects. We can- 
not all become champions, but we can 
all develop our personality 
in the 


spiritual or moral domain as we can 
all increase our muscular 'force by 
appropriate exercises.

Use of Name Scandinavian. 


The name "Scandinavia" is derived 


from oneN the Romans to the region 
now forming the 
southern part ol 


Sweden. Gradually It was applied also 
to Norway on the western part pf the 
came peninsula ,and then the Danes, 
who occupy an entirely separate pen- 
insula, came to be included in the 
term "Scandinavian" because of their 
racial relationship to the two coun- 
tries, to which the term was applic- 
able geographically. As the people of 
Iceland are descended from Norwe- 
gian colonists theyv too. may be 
counted as Scandinavians, and the 
same holds true of some Finns of 
Swedish descent, tho the general 
pop- 


ulation of Finland is ethnologically no 
more Scandinavian than are the Mag- 
yars.

ested in clarifying the terms "Scandi- 
navian" end "Scandinavia" tbat one 
should refrain from unqualified use of 
tha former unless the first'four at 
least, of the nationalities mentioned, 
are being referred to collectively, and 
the latter term should be used only 
to indicate the entire region occupied 
by these nations.—Detroit News.
